Report of the Library T'rustees 
For the Year Ending February J, 1910 


The trustees are pleased to report a very satisfactory condition 
of the Public Library affairs. There has been a steady increase 
in patronage. The facilities for pleasure and instruction offered 
by our library are greatly appreciated not only by the citizens of 
Franconia but by numerous visitors who take advantage of these 
facilities and who frequently comment upon the general excel- 
lence of the library. 

The report of the librarian is as follows: One hundred and 
fifty-five new books were added during the past year, making a 
total of 3148 volumes. Sixty new cards were issued. The addition 
of an alcove has provided ample shelf room for a good many 
years. There have been loaned during the past year 4446 books. 
Of these the classification is as follows: Fiction, 3755 ; histori- 
cal, 107; travel, 83 ; biographical, 48; scientific and miscellane- 
ous, 454. A number of books will need rebinding this year.

- of this feature seems to be increasing steadily. 

Your trustees recommend that the usual appropriation of $100 
be made for the purchase of books and magazines for the coming 
year. Also, that $125 be appropriated for the services of the 
librarian. On behalf of the townspeople we take occasion to 
thank Hon. C. H. Greenleaf for his generous gift of $50 to the 
library.
